University of Pennsylvania's 
Annenberg School of Com- 
munications and the Com- 
munications, Workers of 
America, which was held on 
March 23 - 25 at the Annen- 


berg School in Philadelphia 

Cable TV “... is clearly a 
major juncture in American 
communications history and 
minorities must now allow 
the government to give’ away- 
what is theirs with the 
pretense that this is being 
done in their interest,” said 
Gray of the Department-of-Ur- 
ban Affairs at Hunter 
College. 

Blacks should consider 
ownership of cable TV by 
working out a plan for com- 
munity ownership or by in- 


teresting minority busi- 
nessmen in buying ftran- 


chises. They should also 
make sure that they can use 
other cable TV systems by in- 
sisting that owners hire 
blacks and include programs 


designed for the black com- 
munity. Black elected, of- 
ficials must be informed of 
ways to. legislate the 
minority's share of cable TV 


Once blacks have a share 
in cable channels, they can 
initiate programs on job in- 
formation, -such as applicant 
training or high school 
equivalency programs, Black 
plays and music or in depth 
reporting of events such as 
the Angela Davis trial are 


other program: possibilities. 
Cable television programs, 
which often are seen only in 
one locality, could also help 
minority candidates to reach 
their intended constituency 
without spending excessive 
sums of money. 


“Too often minority poeple 
give low priority to the broad- 
cast media as a source of 
education, means. of projec- 
ting culture and as a medium 
for economic development,” 
said Gray.

Imamu Amiri Baraka feels 
that it is not inconsistent to 
be a Black Democrat and a 
part of a viable “Black 
political structure” - just as 
it is not inconsistent to be an 
artist and a politician. 

Baraka provided insights 


into the recent Blacks Political 
ARISE (ot whic tA 


co-chairman) on Black Jour- 
nal Tuesday, March 28. 

The program was a second 
Black Journal focus of the 
Gary Convention. in an inter- 
view with Black Journal's 
Tony Brown, Baraka 
discusses the meaning and 
viability of “Unity Without 
Uniformity” -- the thematic 
Slogan stressed at the con- 
vention. 

“It's okay to have personal 
ideologies...but what we have 
to look for is the easiest point 
at which we do merge,” said 
Baraka as he recatied 
Malcolm X's. contention that 
strength lies in “putting aside 
our petty differences.” 


Baraka ‘urges that blacks 
Organize around a “concept 
of political power” which 
could help the black com- 
munity to place its weight 
behind issues that would 
benefit it. This would also 
sefve to “isolate...legitimate 
black interests." According 
to Baraka, the rule is simply 
“what benefits us is what we 
90 for.” 


This “black political struc- 
ture" may lie in the form of a 
national assembly, Baraka

Top Black Artist In 
Jackson Residence 


JACKSON, MISS. -- 
Lawrence Arthur Jones, 
Head, Department of Art at 
Jackson State College, hcs 
enjoyed a long and fruitful 
career as an artist and a 
teacher. Born in Lynchburg, 
Virginta, Jones struggled 
from the grasp of poverty to 
become one of the top seven- 
teen Black Artists known 
today.

Following 
graduation, Jones taught at 
Dillard for one year. 

His work experience in- 
cludes Head, Art Department, 
Dillard University; Head, Art 
Department, Fort Valley State 
College; Art Director, Hull 
House, Chicago; and visuals 
aids designer and mural 
painter during his military 
career. Jones has exhibited 
his-paintings, etchings and 
water colors throughout the 
United States and in Europe 
and Russia-;He has won 
prizes in several notable 
exhibits. 

Honors bestowed upon 
Lawrence Jones go back as 


far as 1939 and stretch 
through 1971. Included

The Buckeyes defensive unit will be strengthened with 
the return of Shad Williams, a good All-American candidate, 
Co-Capt. George Hansenorhi, Tom Marendt and Dan Cutillo. 
The Buckeyes developed some outstanding linebackers last 
year in Vic Koegel and Randy Gradishar. A new crop of 
freshmen will challenge these regulars for a Starting 
position.

The Big Ten has adopted the NCAA's new freshman 
eligibility rule.

What chance will you have to see the Bucks this year? 
The University has announced revisions in its plan for 
allocating football tickets. 

The new plan is expectec to tree some additional Ohio 
Stadium tickets for purchase by alumni and non-alumni. The 
new rule has reduced the number of tickets that may be pur- 
chased by the faculty, staff and alumni. 

A Football Ticket Review Committee was created by 
the University's Athletic Council to study and make recom- 
mendations. The Committee was headed by James A. 
Roseboro, former varsity football player at OSU. 

The Committee set up five priority groups. Priority 
Group One will be the students; Group Two covers faculty 
and..staff; Group. Three will include quatified alumni, 
benefactors and longtime purchasers; Group Four will cover 
the needs of special university events for single game 
tickets, and Group Five will remain the general public 
Category. 


Some of the changes made by the Committee were as 
follows: Faculty and staff at the level of assistant professor 
previously could order two tickets, plus an additional two for 
dependents under 21 years of age. Now only faculty and staff 
at the level of associate professor or above will have that op-

alumni formerly had the opportunity of getting four tickets 
Now, with a few exceptions, the limit will be two 

“Longtime purchasers,” who in the past had preferred 
Status if they had bought tickets for five years, are redefined 
to require 15 years of purchases 

The period for applications from Priority Group, Three 
(members of the alumni association, benéfactors or longtime 
purchasers) will be June 15 through July 15, or shorter if the 
supply is-exhausted before July 15 

Students may buy during a pre-sale, April 1-30 this 
year, and will pay for their tickets this spring. Studénts will 
have to be enrolled next fall and show paid fee and ID cards 
before picking up their tickets at that time 

Ticket prices for the six home games remain as in 
1971; Boxes $7, reserved seats $6, field seats and south 


Stands. $5; faculty activity cards $20, and student activity 
cards $14

Nixon Busing Plan Faces 
Rough Time In Congress 


WASHINGTON-(NBNS) --- 
The Nixon Administration is 
sufféring key setbacks in its 
attempt to get the Congress 
to approve its moratorium on 
busing until 1973 

In one case, a federal 
judge in Detroit ruled that he 
has the duty to order some 
type of metropolitan area 
plan to desegregate the 
largely black schools there 

The Justice Department 
had sought to-intervene in 
the case and had asked the 
court to stop any action, pen- 
ding congressional action on 
the proposed moratorium in 
accordance with the 
President's directive.to stop 
endorsing busing plans. 

But Judge Stephen J. Roth, 
in rejecting plans that would 
only involve students inside 
the city, said: ‘That the 
court must look beyond the 


limits of the Detroit school 
district for @ solution fo the 
problem of segregation in the 
Detroit public schools is ob- 
vious.” 

In San Francisco, the 9th 
U.S. Court of Appeals han- 
ded the Administration 
another setback when it 
denied an appeal from a 
parents’ group to stay a 
federal court order requiring 
integration of elementary 
schools. Busing of elemen- 
tary children will probably 
continue as a result of the 
ruling. 

And Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare Elliott 
Richardson faced a hostile 
Senate Education subcom- 
mittee when he appeared 
before it to explain the 
President's proposed student 
busing moratorium, 

Democratic senators shar- 
ply attacked the President's 
recommendations to restrict 
school busing while focusing 


more money on inner city 
schools, saying they called 
for too little money while ten- 
ding to restrict rights of 
ghetto children 

Sen Clairborne Pell, D-R.1., 
chairman of the education 
committee said the 
proposals “have not proved 
to be all | had expected.’ 

Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., challenged Richard- 
son to show how the plan 
could live up to the 
President's claim of 
providing quality in inner city 
Schools without calling for 
any new money 

Black Congressman 
Augustus Hawkins, D-Calif. 
on the House side said 

“The Administration seems 
to be retreating to a separate 
but equal school system. This 
is a sad day in the nation. It 
will brutalize the black 
children and return us to 
conditions that existed in the 
last part of the century “s

said she dropped out of sight 
time later, when she 
iscovered a search was un- 


roduced myself.” r 


Miss Davis then began to 
describe her_political_ac- 
tivities since 1970, which in- 
valved not only Jackson, but 
the Soledad Brothers, Huey 
Newton, Erika Huggins and 
Bobby Seale and a number of 
other “political prisoners.” 


She also denied that she 
was involved with Jackson, 
Saying, ““Long before | knew 
George Jackson, | began to 
lay the basis of the movement

ai dhers. \ Seveloped a deep 
affection for George Jackson 
and a great compassion for 
Fleeta Drumgo and John 
Clutchette, as well as a love 
for all brothers oppressed 
behind prison walls.

der by an all-white jury inSan 
Francisco- Clutchette” and 
Orumgo were returned to*San

Requirement Examined 


Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown today requested an of- 
ficial opinion of Ohio's Attor- 
ney General William J. Brown 
on the constitutionality of 
Ohio's voter residency 
fequirement of six months as 
set forth in Aricle V, Section | 
of Ohio's Constitution and by 
Section 3503.01 of the 
Revised Code _ i 

Secretary Brown's request 
for this interpretation stems 
from the United Stat 
Supreme Court decision an- 
nounced March 21, 1972-- 
which declared as being un- 
constitutional. Tennessee's 
one year durational 
residence qualification, The 
Court in Syllabus C appears 
to say that a. durational 
residence of thirty days is 
ample to complete whatever 
administrative talks are 
needed to prevent fraud and 
to insure the purity of the 
ballot. 

The Court further stated 
that durational residence 
laws penalize those persons 
who have travied from one 
place to another to establish 
new residence during the 
qualifying: period. Such laws 
divide residents into two

Stating that even with 
widespread busing, many

Revised Coge to require teaching of 
Black History in public schools. The 
measure, S.B. 516, was referred to the 
Senate Committee on Education and 
Health for héarings. 

The NAACP group launched a 
statewide drive to gain sufficient 
petitions to compel the Ohio Legislature 
to either force public schools to add 
Black History Studies, or repeal the man- 
datory requirement to_teach_American 
and Ohio history in elementary and 
secondary schools. 

The Ohio Dept. of Public Welfare 
began implementing the new state law 
aimed at putting able bodied welfare 
recipients to work last- week, A card 
demanding data from each family head 
receiving Aid to Dependent Children or 
General Relief was enclosed with April 
checks. The cards must be filled out and 
feturned to the county welfare depart- 
ment if the clients are exempt from the 
requirements of the law. 

Recipients not returning. the card 
will be automatically required to register 
for work and pick up their checks in per- 
son at the county welfare department. 

Although the new law is ostensibly 
designed to filter out poor relief 
chiselers, it is seén by most fair-minded 
observers as a legal scheme to harass 
unfortunate citizens who must rely on 
welfare to stave off hunger and td main- 
tain shelter over thejr heads.

Miss Silver feels that there is a need 
for the black man to be involved in ‘this 
struggle, 

' Many blacks have expressed sym- 
pathy for the cause and many have par-/ 
ticipated in programs, demonstrations 
‘and rallies in protest of the Russian 
Atrocities against Jews. 

Recently U.S. Senator Edward 
Brooke of Massachusetts spoke here at 
Rockdale Temple for the. Jewish 
Federation, a tund raising venture part of 
which will be sent to Israel.

Am I My Brother’s Keeper? 


| cannot understand why any black 
man would not be very concerned about 


the struggle of the Russian Jews. Civil 
Rights is not a black problem and for 
one to perceive it as a moral conviction 
one must be able to see it as a gesture of 
humanitarionism. 

The late Or. Martin Luther King Jr., 
often made the statement that one 
brother is not free as long as another 
brother is oppresses. 

If you really perceive the Civil Rights 
Concept, then you really regard every 
man your brother, When every man 
becomes your brother then every 
problem of mankind becomes your 
problem. 

An oppressed Jew in Russia, 
struggling to be free or struggling to 
leave and go to Israel, takes a little bit of 
your freedom away right here in the 
United States. 

Any struggle of any people to be 
free, to be human beings, to have a right 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness, has to have a close kinship to the 
black man. 9 

The black man and the Jew didn't 
author the books of human oppression, 
but since time began they have been the 
main victims in most cases of op- 
pression. It isn't their choice to dislike 
each other, because history, due to some 
peculiar trend, has always-managed to 
group the black man and the Jew in the 
same type of struggle, 

Assuming at this point that at least 
one reader has been convinced, then the 
next question is; What can a black man 
in Cincinnati do to help a Jew in Russia?

President Nixon has presented a “pipe 
Gream" T ly racists and at t 
same time signaled the abandonment 
our drive over the last 18 years for 
equality in our schools in the South and 
in the North. That much is clear from 
Nixon’s action in calling for a 
moratorium on’ busing and enactment of 
a “Equal Educational Opportunities Act.” 

Certainly, no one likes to risk the 
health of significantly hinder the 
educational experience of our school 
children. But frankly, we see nothing 
wrong with the increase in the busing of 
children to achieve racial desegregation 
of-our schools when that busing has 
barely matched the increase in total 
student enroliment. despite the ‘addition 
of court-ordered desegregation. 

In the 11 Southern states alone, over 
the last 5 years there has been an in- 
crease of only 2,9 per cent according to 
figures released by Mr. Nixon’s own De- 
partment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. That doesn't point out any 
“massive busing” to achieve deseg- 
regation to us. 

The President has charged that school 
buses should not be the instrument of 
“evil social planners" -- sacrificing 
school-age children to carry out “their 
experiments.” Nixon has sought to iden- 
tify himself with the thousands of 
Americans who are frightened by 
changes accompanying an 6nd to schoo! 
segregation in our nation. 

In addition to asking for a moratorium 
on busing from the Congress — a move 
of questionable constitutionality -- the 
Nixon Administration moved to block 
housing of school children on two other 
fronts as well. 

The Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare announced it is postponing 
the threat of fund cutoffs from school 
districts that refuse to desegregate until 
Congress acts on the President's 
moratorium request, 

In a wholly emotional and transparen- 
tly political move, he has chosen to ex- 
ploit the fears.of these people instead of

Cleveland's loss will be New York's 
gain, as Carl Burton Stokes has decided 
to leave the partisan political arena for a 
new and challenging assignment as a 
newscaster for the National Broadcasting 
Company.

Characteristically, Carl is not overly 
impressed with the conclusion that he 
will be powerless in his new-job- in the 
matier of personal expression. Pure ob- 
jectivity in handling the news, oral or 
written, is a figment of some journalism 
school's imagination. Carl will be ex- 
pressing an idea through his very ap- 
pearance as anchorman on the NBC

Without uttering a single word, when 
his image is flashed on the TV tube it will 
speak to black, Spanish-speaking, and to 
Indian minorities the fact that black men 
of ability, of articulation, of courage, and 
of determination, can shoot for the skies 
in any endeavor requiring brains, 
bravery~or simple bravado. 

Reactions to this new “career for Carl 
Stokes are as varied as they are 
amusing, To experienced network people 
there emerges an undercurrent of ili- 
disguised envy. They feel, whether. they 
articulate -it or not, that NBC is exer- 
cising discrimination in reverse by not 
seeking out a “proven’' white newscaster 
for the NBC assignment. What they say is 
that nobody, not even the moguls at 
NBC, can “control” Stokes, and* they 
believe (perhaps hope) that he will never 
master the skills of interviewing, having 
for most of his political career been on. 
the other side of the interview. 

They can put their misgivings to rest. 
Carl is a very quick learner, as Cleveland 
politicians have discovered to their con- 
sternation, and by May 15, when he is 
scheduled to make his first newscast, | 
predict that he will generate the kind of 
excitement that set him apart,from the 
common herd of lackluster politicians 
who continue apace to abuse the eyes 
and ears of viewers and listeners, both 
live and on tape.

“separate but equal’ concept of 
education in America. 


As blacks we know that system has 
been separate but never equal.

Columbus’ New Police Chief 


The new Columbus police chief, Ear! 
Burden Jr.. had expressed earlier - 
before his appointment - a concern 
about the image of the Police Dept 
among minority groups, e.i.. blacks, 
students, etc. 

Implicit in his concern, twoutd-con- 
jecture. is that he may be pre-disposed to 
developing specific police-community 
programs both among students and a 
significant segment of people in the 
black community, Any type of overture in 
this direction would arouse some 
plaudits. certainly from the black com- 
munity. But Chief Burden faces a most 
arduous test of humanizing or sensitizing 
his police force to minority problems 

Without the unequivical support of 
the Mayor Moody administration, Bur- 
den’s task will seem impossible. It will 
depend upon the initiative and creative 
leadership! of the Moody administration 
before Burden's efforts will become 
aggressive. Throughout the various 
‘levels “and echelons of leadership. the 
Police Dept. has men so entrenched in 
bigoted and racist ideas that many of the 
changes which Burden may establish will 
likely become negated and sabotaged 

Therefore. the entire structure and 
organization of the Police Dept. must be 
examined and modernized, not just 
technically. But sociologically and 
psychologically. This will require some 
radically new programs within the depar- 
tment itself as well as programs within 
the community 

Programs which are designed 
primarily for the community wii! become 
“whitewashing” programs if there is not 
a concommitant restructuring and re- 


education of the Police Dept This would 
first mean that blacks and other minority 
groups must be moved. either from the 
ranks of the policemen themselves or 


from the civilian community, into the 
decision-making atfairs,of the Police 
Dept--We-dorn't’nged any more “‘ad- 


visory’’ committees. “study” committees 
or by whatever names given them 

Poor people and black people have 
more Gommittees appointed for their 
sake than local, state and national 
legislative bodies have agendas Most of 
these-committees have as r ich power 
as ladies’ powder rooms, No, the city ad- 
ministration must move in another direc- 
tion other than the typical “let’s-appoint— 
a-committee approach 

Perhaps the best guide for. a new 
direction is the Kerner Gommission 
Report. which has unfortunatelybeen 
assigned to obsolescence. But the 
report made some insightful and 
profound recommendations. which are 
applicable rowmos! cities across the 
country. It will be interesting to know 
what-the Mayor and the-new" Chief think 
of that report 

But the black community should not 
wait “for the initiative to do something 
about police-community relations to 
come from the police chief or the city ad 
ministration. Two consultant firms have 
already made a study concerning this 
problem and have offered some recom

Don Scott Airfield, up northwest of 
greater Metropolitan Columbus. It ap- 
pears that the choppers have become 
quite bothersome with low flying almost 
near treetops and were making so much 
noise that the good people of Upper 
Arlington were quite disturbed 

Now, here is the catch. They com- 
plained to Cong, Chalmers P. Wylie and 
already, he got in touch with influential 
people at the port and other higher per- 
sons to see what could be done to take 
the helicopters elsewhere so that the 
nice folks of Upper Arlington would not 
be disturbed with the chopper noises 
Another feature--the nice kids of Upper 
Arlington threw stones at the helicopters 
when they flew low. Money talks. The 
‘copters don't go up over Upper 
Arlington, but around the suburb 

Of course, the TV stations went out to 
get the news and showed off com- 
plainants. They were nice ladies and so 
much noise ‘fike that would naturally 
have made them nervous. They were of 
that uppercrust who could get\things 
done and something had to be. done 
about those helicopters around Don 
Scott Airfield. 

The proposal was to move the helicop- 
ters to Lockbourne Air Force Base and 
let them play around‘the south of Colum- 
bus, but -— isn't Lockbourne made up of 
residential stretches? Oh|! don't think 
they are the ultra, ultra crdst people, but 
what business has one community 
thrusting its headaches on another com- 
munity, and what congressman has a 
tight of packing a bundle of annoyances 
from one community because of its ex- 
Clusiveness to another? 

Just think, those charming people of 
the-filthy-rich of “Upperty” Arlington can 

_shuffle-off-annoyances just like that — if 
the move was effected, although the 
helicopter authorities merely remark that 
many more of them were to come to 
maneuver around Don Scott Airfield near 
OSU property 


This observation is merely brought up _ 


to show what attention is given to the in 
conveniences of a community of wealth 
to remove them, while other communities 
just have to endure what happens. Sup- 
pose a black community had existed 
there near Don Scott Airfield and sup 
pose the good black residents had com- 
plained about the awful noise of those 
choppers 


Let the supposition go further and that 
the complaint from the black community 
had reached the congressman s ears and 
desk via the mails. Would the matter 
have received his attention at all or 
would the congressman's secretary have 
merely put the coniplaints into “File X 
(the waste basket)? 

The ultimate outcome of the helicopter 
squabble should be noted very carefully 
for it will evidence-if wealth has more in 
fluence than other communities. Helicop 
ters flit across the black district all day 
and make their noise. They don’t fly low 
but a low flying ‘copter is not dangerous 

All day long passenger planes, make 
an awful racket over the black /neigh- 
borhoods on their way north to the point 
whéré they turn towards the airport, The 
black folks hear fire sirens all day and 
ftight, because the freeways need 
emergency squad attention in accidents 
bul the black folks are just.used to noise 
We are noisy enough oursélves $0 that a 
little added racket in the skies is not all 
that disturbing 

But those nice people up Don Scott 
Airfield way were not going to have it 
and’ -- well, let_us all look to see how 
much pull they had that the black belt 
area cannot muster to assert its will. But 
those nice white family women up forth- 
west Franklin County way were not 
going to have it 

Let us study their techniques of 
avoiding the ‘copter nuisance — maybe 
we blacks can learn how to get needed 
things_done On }’'m sure Our 
congressmen are not going to come to 
our aid, when we protest, but we may 
learn how to get things done, even to 
massing black votes against candidates 
who n't help

moving tribute to the black 
woman. - 

And in eulogizing the black 
woman, Mrs. Washington 
spoke with her, usual 
eloquence. “Black women.’ 
she said, “have given their 
children a legacy no other 
mother could give them -- a 
legacy of pride and courage 
born out of the terrible cir- 
cumstances surrounding 
human_ slavery which con- 
dition resulted in the black 
woman being treated as a 
breeder only, and being an 
unwilling mistress of the 
master in the big house, and 
in addition, in being the vic- 
tim of the white man’s whip.” 

“Women slaves,’ she con- 
tinued, “maintained an inner 
pride which told them they 
were not only beings, but 
human as weil.” 

Giving brief sketches of 
historic black women, in- 
cluding poetess, Phillis 
Wheatley, the mystic Sojour- 
ner Truth, Harriet Tubman 
and educator Mary McLeod 
Bethune, Mrs. Washington 
challenged the audience to 
take feart from the lives of 
these courageous women 
and to unite in 1972. 

“We must work together,” 
she said, “and support our 
young people. We must be 
symbols of strength and en- 
couragement to them. We 
must see that our schools 
teach them ethnic pride and 
tell them who they are." ~ 

Commenting on the cry for 
law and order, Mrs. 
Washington criticized the so- 
called new version as being 
designed to give any bigot 
the right to kill black youths. 

“But where,"’ she asked 
“was law and order when the 
Ku Klux Klan killed our black 
men and women?” 

Continuing, Mrs. 
Washington warned, “Let us 
not be brainwashed by the 
cry of the dominant group 
about outside influence as 
the chief ‘agitator’ which stirs 
up blacks to demand equal 
justice—and.rights. We must 
think black and redouble our 
efforts to help the oppressed, 
the poor, and blacks." 

And, as Mrs. Washington 


_spoke of the courage and for- 


titude of the black woman, 
looking over the audience, 
which represented a cross 
section of black America, 
and sensing the reaction to 
her-message, one realized 
that the very women Whom 
Mrs. Washington was 
eulogizing, were-right in that 
audience, and were indeed 
symbolic of those women, 
who through the ages, had 
manned the barricades. 

Membership in NCNW is 
open, according to president 
Elsie Williams. And for those 
who are not too familiar with 
the Council, perhaps a little 
background on it would be 
appropriate here. 

Organized in 1935 by Mary 
MclLeod— Bethune, _ the 
National Council of Negro 
Women has 25 national mem- 
ber organizations with a 
membership of about 4-1/2 
million women. Its main ob- 
jective is to fight racism in 
this country. It does this 
through a number of 
programs and methods which 
attack economic and social 
violations of human rights. 

NCNW sponsors a scholar- 
ship fund and workshops 
which train women for com- 
munity service. The 
organization also maintains 
an official observer “at the 
United Nations and is af-
